Railway Ijocation. 

The telegram from Mr.Eoseoe.M.P., 

yfhioli we {jive this morning.announoGS 
the important fact that the line of the 
Oanadiaii Pacific Railway has beeo 
fixed from Yellow Head or Leather 
Pass, in the 53rd parallel of latitude, 
to Foit George, in the Sitli degfe^jLa 
distance,. of about IGO milea in a 
straight line. This section is now be- 
ing located by Jir. Bell's party of en- 
gineers, who will complete their- work 
early inHhe Spring. The adoption of 
the line by Yellow Head Pass to Fort 
George is a practical abandonment of 
the more southern or Fraser River 
route. '"Where the line will reach the 
coast is not yot known, but, tte nhoice 
lies between Bate Inlet and Deane's 
Oinal. The selection will probably 
be mftde.during the coming summer. 
It is gratifyib'g to' know that telegraph 
construction will be commenced imme- 
diately from Tete Jaune Cache to Fort 
George. , • ; , ■

The Maances of- British o- 
liimbia.

It is clear, from tho proceedings in 
tho British Columbiiin Legislature 
which led to tho downfall of the Wal- 
kem Administration, that tho finances 
of the Province are not iu a very pros- 
perous condition. The British (Jolum- 
bians must settle for tfaemseJLves v,hero 
the blatne is to lie, and they have iu 
fact done so by dismissing the late Gov- 
ernment, mainly because their finan- 
cial policy was disapproved of. To 
understand the question clearly, it is 
necessary to boar in mind that, exclu- 
sive of ludianp. the Proyineo has only 
ft population of about 15,000 all iold, 
and that wliou the Walkem Govern- 
ment came into jjowcr throe years ago 
there was absolutely no public debt. 
During those three years the legiti- 
mate revenue amounted altogether to 
$1,100,000, all of Y/hich has been 
spent, together with nearly $750,000 
for which tho Province has had to go 
into debt, without much prospect of 
being able to repay it. Tho sum is 
not a large one in itself, but it is largo 
for 80 small and scattered a popula- 
tion, amounting, as it does, to $50 per 
head for every white man, woman, 
and child iu tlio Pi oviiico, while the 
total debt of tho Dominion is not more 
than iflO per head of its population, 
and some of the« other .i provinces . arg 
not ouly fred frorn' del?t but are in 
possession of an annual surplus. This 
is sufficiently discoUfagiug, but to 
lualco mattorri worse a guoil deal of 
money soeius to have been spent in 
such a way that it is likely to prove 
unproductive, while some of it, if ■we 
may believe the statements of the Op- 
popition, has been virtually squauder" 
ed.

It is charged against llio late Gov- 
ernment that a portion of this money 
has been borrowed illogally.

If tho Province cannot soon repay 
tbo nioiiey thus borrowed by'virtually 
mortgaging the annual subsidiesi-pay- 
able to it from the Dominion,, Trea--' 
sury, it will probably ' be^dIffi3&lT%' 
fiutl tho necessary funds for paying 
tho ordinary Govorumontal e.^ponsea. 
Tho new Miuistors have therefore no 
easy task boforo thorn. They have, 
moreover, inherited from their prede- 
cessors the unsettled Pa'cifio' ^Railway 
difliculty, the settlenie'i't '^of ' which 
might pos,sibly lead to a way out of 
the financial trouble. So it would 
have done, at least, for the Walkem 
Government, since tho sum oflfired as 
a fine for failing to implement the let- 
ter of tho Treaty of Union was exactly 
Bufliciont to cover tho wholo of the 
Provincial debt. Time will tell wheth- 
er tho old Administration acted wisely 
iu refusing so liberal an offer, and 
whothor the present one will, under 
tho same or similar circumstances,suc- 
coed any bettor in ridding itself of a 
double difficulty by moans of a single 
solution. ....
